Paris, October 30.—General Sar- 
| rail, who permitted the bombardment 
of Damascus, has been removed from 
his post as high commissioner to 
Syria. xeneral Duport, now in 
Syria investigating conditions for the 
government, has succeeded © Sarrail 
temporarily. The government is seek- 
ing.a civilian for the post, but is en- 
countering considerable difficulty in 
finding a man to take over the task 
of restoring order in Syria. 

Under Sarrail’s administration, a 
rebellion of the Druses, a tribe little 
known in the western world, sud- 
denly demanded and ‘received’ the 
world’s attention when the French re- 
sorted to a bombardment of ancient 
Damascus. Up to the moment last 
|week when’ French shells began 
bursting in the city, the French trou- 
bles in Syria were pretty much their 
Own. 

Paul Boncour, the first choice of 
the Painleve government for civil 
resident general in Syria, is under- 
stood to have refused the post. It is 
understood to have been offered to 
Franklin Boullon, a Frenchman wise 
in the ways of the Near East. 

The government’s decision to sub- 
stitute a civilian for a military man 
at the head of the mandatory Syrian 
| government is significant of French | 
realization that the Damascus inci- 
ident has aroused formidable if not 
generally articulate opposition to its } 
activities as agent for the league of ' 
nations in the Near East.

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
keen interest your editorial approving the 
vast benefits to accrue by developing our 
water ways for ‘‘transportation, irrigation 
and power,’ as proposed by Mr. Hoover. 

We have in Atlanta and all Georgia a 
vast opportunity to ‘‘sell Georgia’ to our 
own people without needing to wait on for- 
eign promoters or foreign capital. 


If the governor will include in his extra 
session call a proposition to create a ‘‘Geor- 
gia state river commission’’ with similar 
powers of our state road highway commis- 
sion, I will personally guarantee to start 
a development all over Georgia (1) that 
will furnish electrie power. and lights for 
every county in Georgia; (2) that can fur- 
nish water for canals and irrigation for 
farms to many counties in Georgia; (3) 
that will by lakes, locks and canals af- 
ford transportation in 1,000-ton power boats

Mills Are Built 
In Georgiain’24 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Sixty-four new mills for the produc- 
tion of lumber, laths and shingles 
were constructed in Georgia during 
1924. This fact was revealed in a 
statement issued by the United States 
in its an- 
nual canvass of forest products. 

The number of lumber mills in the 
state in 1924 totaled 1,050 as com- 
pared with 966 mills the previous 
year. Among the 20 deading states 
of the union in forestry, from which 
the data was collected, Georgia ranked 
third in the number of mills, follow- 
ing North Carolina at the peak of 
the list with 1,120, and Alabama sec- 
ond with 1,060 mills. In 1925, Geor- 
gin occupied fourth place, with Vir- 
ginia a seant five mills ahead. 

Georgia was among the eleven states 
in this group showing a larger cut of 
waod in 1924 over 1923. In the total 
amount of lumber cut, per thousand 


feet, Georgia totaled 1,206,599 in 1920, 
7 incrense of approximately 5 per 
eent over the 1923 figure of 1,149,391. 
In the percentage of increase in cut, 
this state was exceeded by Oklahoma 
with 13.5 and Missouri with 5.4. Geor-

Not Our Crowd. 

Abyssinia, Afghanistan, Turkey, 
Russia, Germany, Mexico, Ecuador, 
Sgypt. the Irish Free State, Nicara- 
gua, Peru, the Argentine republic, 
Guatemala, Honduras and the United 
States—only these have not joined. 

December 17, next, the senate in
